DEATH OF THE WUCHANG 
, TAOTAL e 
—_———-——_— 

The Wachang Taotal Te’al, nije of the most 
prominent pro-farelgn officials of the old schco},, 
dled suddenly on the 24th October, ‘China thos 
lozea one of the most valuable of the agents of 
ateady and cautious bat resolute advancement— 
only tao few, and he will be sadly missed. For 
some years he had been secretary and foreigo 
adviser to Chang Chjh-tang, and at different 
times hes been in chaf¥epl the Hanyang Iron 
Works and Wochang Cotten Mills. The VortA 
China Datly News says \t would probably be. 
ue to pay that none of the forelgn enterprises 
undertaken ‘by the, Viceroy have been carried 
out withoot Teal Taotal, A native of the 
Faklen province, be had spent. many years in 


América and spoke and wrote English with ease, 
He wasaman of considerable wataral ability, 
and wan fally fn sympathy with foreign methods 
and the need for Ching to learn them. Such 
succesm as the Viceroy’s many foraiga- schemes 
have had is due very largely to Ta'al Taot 
wisdom and sympathy. It wag. he to whom 
foreigners applied, whether té urge upon the 
Viceroy some reform or to obtain protection 
against the dull bat cormpt official by whom 
‘tkele work for the Viceroy was belog hindered 
ard onll'fied, Whilst thes: forelgners who 
were In’ the government employment often 
Justly complained of the way thelr good work 
was apollt, by official Interference, they all 
agreed that Tefal Taotal was easy fo get on 
with Whilst thoroughly in sympathy with 
lorelgo ways, be was also a thorough. Chinese, 
and because of this was able to malntaln a6 
great an Infiaence with the Viceroy, But tt was 
not onty with those engeged in commerce or 
sclenilfic work that Ts‘al Taolal was frlendly, be 
always held the missfoner'es fu high esteem, 
It was he, who elghteen montht 2g0, arganized, 
{no conjunction with the late Dr, Mackay, a serles 
of Irctures on Western subj:cts to be glyen by 
misslonatles and others to the mandarios and 
scholars of tHe clty, in the hope of bringing the 
mlsslonarles and mandarla class more Into touch 
wlihonaanotker. Hehimsell badrecelved spelal 
kindness from: the missionaries, It was a 
missionary doctor who attended bim last year 
when he had a paralytic selzure, and a year or 
two ago the wife of one of the missionaries 
living In Wachang onrsed hls daughter-in-law 
through an attack of smallpox, As confidentlal 
forelgn adviser to the Viceroy his positionwas 
one of great Influence.

Soctal Lise of the Chinese gets. the Indea that 
the Celestial {s a belng who ls occupled for the 
larger part of hia mundane career In offerlag 
rice, five kicds of wine, aud auodry other articles 
to a great varloty of befogs with a view {0 pay- 
ing off old debts, and by ‘way of tnaurance 
against foture troubles. Of thls there js no 
doubt a great deal all over the Emptre, and -far 
more at the South than at the North, But, ft 
muat not be forgotten, that all statements of this 
sort, ara {nvarlably compiled with reference to 
the clifes of China, which are the places of 
which foreigners know the most, and of 
which. they accordingly generally speak 
when they talk of what “‘the Chiocso” 
do, And ft must also be remembered that only

in citles. The country Chines are affected: by 
tha bablts of the clty people in a distant way, 
and do imitae what go:s on there, but tho

' Passing over the balf month celebration of the 
Now Your, which {s common td all Chinese fo 
whatever part of the earth they may happen to 
be, we may almost say that the only festivals of 
which any special notice fs taken {n the northern 
hulf of the eighteen provinces, are that of the 
CA‘ng Ming, or grave sweeping, In the third 
moon, the Dragon festival on the ith of 
the fifth moon, and the M’d-Actumn festival 
on the fifteenth. of the eighth moon.

The Continent of Australia and that portion 
of the Continent of Alien: Kaowa as Soath 
Alrica, £4. tbat portion lylog {o the south of the

to compare the methods, experiences, and re- 
autts of exploration in the two countries, -. Both 
Ile In about the samo south latitedes; and thelr 
depth, north and south, is almost Identical, Is 
widtb, east and west, Australia ds the greater, bat, 
taking the widest part of Sonth:Aftica, tha differ. 
ence {g not so great as perhaps some suppose, 
Agaln, both have a well-watered cast coast range 
of menotalos forming the terminatlar, or c Ige, of 
B.central plateau, which slopes away gradually 
lo an arid west, These broad polnts of aimlla- 
rity may be supplemented by others, Both, for 
Instance, have a comparatively well watered 
northern mazglo, the ona In the number of 
altearas discharging themselves {nto the. Indian 
Ocean and the other in the many tributaries 
feeding the Zambes], both have in thelr south 
central portions an extensive water bigiway 
runoiog west, the one In the Orange River, with 
Its tributaries, the Caledon, Vaal, Hart and 
other streams, and the other in the Murrey and 
its feeders, the Darling, Murrambidgee, Lachlan, 
&c, Both again are, away from tho east coast,
